Farm Employees 

Many farmers. are not aware 
‘that they:can obtain Workmen’s 
Compensation coverage for their 
employees. This insurance can 
be Obtained whether men are 
hired by the year or on a sea- 
sonal basis. The cost of this cov- 
erage is. reasonable, at. present 
about 3 percent of: the annual 
payroll, and: the rates are re- 
viewed each year. 

A farmer may also obtain cov- 
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erage for himself provided that 4. 


he is also getting coverage for 
other employees. 

The benefits of the policy ; are: 

1, All necessary ‘medical and 
hospital expenses at public ward 
rates. 

2. Compensation on ‘the basis

Municipal Affairs’, Hon. Edmond Prefontaine, minister of 
Municipal Affairs, told his radio listeners in a recent ‘Pro- 


vincial Affairs’ broadcast. 


Now, however, 80 municipalities 
have been completely done and 
another 35 have received direction 
and financial assistance from the 
department in making compleicly 
new assessments, the minister re- 
ported. | ' 

This means, he said, “that for 
the first time in the history of 
this province we have 115 munici- 
pal units: tHat aré as close to 
being. properly equalized assess- 
mentwise as is possible.” 

The Assessment Equalization 
Board, which is required to make 
an equalized assessment every 
second year, was able to work 
from. a proper basis when it un- 
dertook the latest equalization a 
few. months ago.’ 


The 115 municipalities already | 


equalized were related to the re- 
maining municipalities and figures 
arrived at sent to the respective 
municipalities. 

Can appeal 

“These figures are not necessar- 
ily the final figures,” Mr. Prefon- 
taine ‘emphasized. Municipalities 
may appeal to the board for fur- 
ther. consideration, he said, and 
the board itself reserves the right 
to vary the proposed’ equalization 
figures should an adjustment be 
warranted. : 

“The importance of having a 
good equalized assessment should 
be clear to everyone,” he said, 
“when it is realized that it 1s the 
main factor in the distribution of 
approximately $744 million of pro- 
vincial school assistance.”  . 

With a change in relationshiz 
between municipalities, he pointed 
out, some will receive a larger 
and others a lesser portion of the 
total amount. 

Municipalities were assured, 
however,, “that the package vill 
not be smaller and the govern.-. 
ment will not reduce its, overall 
contrib: tion to education ‘because 
of increased assessments.” 

' The financial position of Mani- 
toba municipalities remains “rea- 
sonably . sound. and. satisfactory, . 
the minister said. -

In cash surpluses and cash re- 
serves, municipalities had a total 
of $6%4 million at the end of the 
last fiscal year.

Four, eight-week courses for 
farmers have been held on a full 
time basis since the crops were 
harvested in the fall. Their entire 
year’s training was wrapped up

Armouries, Winnipeg, under the, 
direction of regular army instruc- 
tors. Uniforms, equipment, food 
and lodging as well as full pay and 
allowances were provided men at-’ 
tending the courses.

: W faavcagaed ABEL, who was really 
my great-uncle on my father’s 
side, might+ have been seventy- 
five years old, maybe ninety—no 
one really knéw; but everyone 
knew he was the talkingest man 
that ever breathed.
